Passage of the Direct Tax  Biil— 
senator Kiddleberger to Give 
Avnother Exhibitioa. 


Wasntwaton, December 12.—[Special.]— 
Senator Ingalls seems to have had a meibod 
in his madnessin reference to the manner in 
which he spoke of Mrs. Whitney yesterday. 
It issaid that on the occasion of a state din- 
ner atthe white house last session, the Kaneas 
genator was assigned to a seat next to Mrs. 
Whitney. During the course of conversation 
between the two, Senator Ingalls was very 
severe in his criticisms of the president's per- 
sonal and social habits, and spoke in anything 
but complimentary terms of his manner of 
eating. Mrs. Whitney bore this talk for some 
time, but at last she turned to Mr. Ingalls and 
said 

“Senator, when I give my dinner I want you 
{o sit immediately at my cide.” 

“Why,” said he, ‘IT should consider 
great honor, I shali,’’ 

Gut Mrs. Whitney interrupted by saying: 

‘Kor I don’t want you to beso far off that 
you can criticise ine at my own home without 
ny hearing you.” 

The man from Kansas did not reply, but it 
is intimated that his talk of yesterday was a 
kind of retaliation against the brilliant Mrs. 
Whitney. 

RIDDLEBERGER AGAIN, 

Riddleberger has appeared in the senate 
within the last two days for the iirst time 
since the opening of the present session, and 
is alrcady preparing to give one of his specta- 
cular exhibition. Itis a great relief tothe repub 
licansenators when Riddleberger is absent from 
the senate,and he now proposes to atone for the 
peace he has given them this session by warm- 
ing them up tomorrow. He privately an- 
nounces that when the senate meets tumorrow, 
he will call up his old resolution that the 
British extradition treaty be considered in 
open session, and incidentally he will twist 
the lion's tail, unfold his views on the Sack- 
ville incident, and buillwhack the republican 
scenaiors. He expects this to be his last public 
effort in the senate, aud his hitention is to 
make an impression that will eclipse his 
previous exploits in the pyrotechnic line. 

Senator Riddleblrger to night stated that 
when he retires from the senate he will return 
to Weodlock, Va., and there personally conduct 
thejuewspaper of which he is the principal pro- 
prietor. “The paper will reflect my own po- 
fical views,’’ said he. I will be republican as 
far as (he principle of protection goes, but on 
other matters it will be strictly independent.” 

THE DIRECT TAX BILL. 

As predicted in these dispatches some time 
ago, the direct land tax biN passed the house 
today by a large majority—178 to ™. All the 
Georgia members voted in the negative. As 
the bill passed the senate last session it now 
goes tothe presideut. The impression, how- 
ever, prevails that Mr. Cleveland will, for the 
first iime this session, use his veto upon this 
measure. In fact, Colonel Cates, the leader of 
ihe opposition, says | ls absolutely certain 

hat the bill will be vetoed, and as the vote 
today showed less than a two-thirds majority, 
it is uardly possible that it will be passed over 
the veto. if it should possibly receive the

The Senate’s Discussion of the Tariff LRill— 
Mr. Morgan cn the Negro. 

Wasaincron, December 12.—There was but 
little morning business in the senate so the 
tariff bill was quickly taken up, the question 
being on amendment offered by Mr. Jones, of 
Arkansas, to admit ‘Shoop er band iron’’ (cot- 
ton ties, etc.,) free of duty, instead of taxing 
it two-tenth of one cent per pound - additional. 

The presiding oflicer, at 2 o’clock, presented 
& spectal order for that hour, the Union Pacitic 
funding bill; butas Mr. Allison insisted on 
proceeding with the tariff bill, (and said he 
would do so until it was concluded) the funa- 
ing bil! went over retaining all its rights as a 
special order. 

Mr. Riddleberger gave notice that he would 
move, every morning, to take up his resolution 
for consideration In open session, of the Brit- 
ish extradition treaty. 

Mr. Morgan characterized the proposition to 
tax cotton ties as a very heartless and cruel 
thing. It wasthe duty of the senate to try to 
lift the burdens off the southern people instead 
of raising (as the substitute proposed) the duty 
on cotton ties 100 percent. He spoke of the 
increase of the cotton product of the south 
from 3,600,000 bales in 1860 to over 7,000,000 
bales iu 1888; and said that the increase was 
the product of the labor of white men, white 
women and white ehildren. Black women no 
longer worked in the cotton fields as 
they did before the war; and black boys no 
longer worked at that, or at any other 
industry. In fact the bedouinsin the streets 
of Alexandria, in Eeypt, were a more promis- 
ing race of people today than were the young 
negroes of the south ; and that was not the fault 
of the white people of the south. Referring to 
the suggestion that the cotton ties industry 
might be successfully prosecuted in Alabama, 
he said that there was no doubt 
of that, but that he found two classes 
of people = in his state—one — class 
prospering and the other class continually go- 
ing down. One earning money by tariffs, or 
independently of tariffs, and the other losing 
money by the drainage of tariffs; and that it 
was the duty of the legislator to relieve those 
in distress first; to try to build up industries 
that need help before trying to make men rich 
who now got rich in spife of competition from 
Penusylvania or England. That was the situ- 
ation of the iron indusiry in Alabama. Ii did 
not need tariff iegislation.”’ 

Finally the amendment was votcd on, and 
Was rejected by a strict party vote—years 18, 
hays °23. 

Mr. Coke moved an amendment reducing 
the duty on cotton ties to 35 per cent ad- 
yalorem. The clause in the substitute reads:

Mr. Walker, of Missouri, offered an amend- 
ment providing for the refunding of the tax 
on a basis of the present popuiation of the 
states.

Mr. Johnston, of North Carolina, offered an 
amcudinent appropriating £70,000,000 in eight 
annual payments forthe support of common 
schools. 

‘Ir. Crain, of Texas, raised a point of order, 
which was sustained by the chair, and the 
amendment was ruled out. 

Mr. Johnson also offered an amendment for 
the refunding of the surplus in the treasury to 
the states which paid the same, under the in- 
ternal revenue jaws. Ruled out. 

Mr. Elliott, of South Carolina, offered an 
amendment making it the duty of the secreta- 
ry of the treasury to pay to such person as

The amendment was adopted. : 

Mr. Oates of Alabama,offered an amendmen 
providing for the refundingof the cotton tax. 

Mr. Allen of Mississippi. moved fio amend 
the amendment by proposing that the money 
so refunded shall be turned into a common 
school fund. 

In the course of sorme humorous remarks of 
various prepositions for taking money out of 
the treasury, Mr. Allen said that if those who 
served the union during the war kept on pay- 
ing themselves back for what they had done 
the first thing they knew the country would 
netowe them anything. 

After amendments offered had been voted 
down the amendment offered by Mr. Oates for 
the refunding of the coiton tax was rejected 
by a rising vote of 64 ayes to 12) nays, the ro- 
publicans voting solidly against it and being 
reinforced by the votes of a number of demo- 
cerats. 

Mr. Oates then offered an amendment allow- 
ing any person from whom the cotton tax was 
collected to bring suitin the court of claims 
and supreme court to test the consiitutionality 
of the act under which it was collected. 

Mr. Wheeler, of Alabama, offered an 
amendment providing that the money re- 
funded shall be applied to the payment of 
pensions to three months men who enlisted 
prior to draft. 

Mr, Alien, of Michigan, opposed the amend- 
ment. ‘ihe states, he said, did not propose to 
pay pensions. The war had been for the pre- 
servation of the union, and the United States 
government would always assume the respon- 
sibility. Hie would tell the gentleman on the 
other side why the north had been solid at the 
last election. The prime reason was because 
slic was afraid of such leaders as his. friends 
from Alabama, (Oates gnd Wheeler.) Let 
the new south send men here who were not 
battle-scarred in favor of the rebellion. 
Let such men come here and 
represent the new south, and there would be 
no solidnorth. Butas long as gentlemen on 
the otherside, when pensions were asked for, 
talked of levying an income tax or something 
of that kind, just solong the north would dis- 
trust them and just so long she would vote 
them down. ‘The amendment was rejected. 

Mr. Phelan, of Tennessee, offered an amend- 
ment authorizing the secretary of the treasury 
to refund with 5 per cent interest the amounts 
of money paid by purchasers of land sold for 
collection of direct taxes where the tax for 
which the land was sold had been paid in part 
or in full prior to the sale. 

The amenu. ent was rejected and the com- 
mittee rose au.u reported the bill to the house. 

It was passed—yeas 178, nays 06, 

The house then at 4:40 adjourned.

Wasninaton, December 12.—The river and 
harbor appropriation bill was reported to the 
house of representatives this morning by 
Chairman Blanchard. Some changes were 
made in the bill, and as finally agreed upon it 
appropriates $11,906,850.

Johns’ river, Florida, $100,000; Black Warrior 
river, Alabama, from ‘Tuscaloosa to Daniel's 
creck, $100,000; Tennessee river, below Chat- 
tanooga, 3250,000; Brunswick, $20,000; Savan- 
nah, *20,000; Altamaha river, $6,000; Chatta- 
hoocbee river, $12,000; Coo3a, $35,009; Flint, 
$12,000; Ocmulgee, $7,500; Oconee, $7,500; 
Savannah, between Augusta and  Savanuah, 
$12,000.

AND THEN SLEW HIS OWN CHILDREN 


His Bloody Garments Found in Columbus, 
Miss,, Where He Exchanged Them 
For His Wedding Outfit. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., December 12.—{Spe- 
cial.j—News comes from Columbus, Miss., 
of the finding in that city of another link in 
the chain of evidence against Dick Hawes. 

One week ago yesterday morning., Hawes 
went to Columbus to marry Miss May 8. 
Story, Wednesday morning he went to a bar- 
bershop in Columbus to get a bath and 
change his underclothing. He left in the 
shop a bundle of soiled underwear, saying he 
would call or send for it later. He evidently 
forgot all aboutit, in the excitement of pre- 
paring for his marriage with Miss Story, at 
three o'clock, 

Today the bundle of clothes was opened, 
and stains of blood were found on all of it. 
The character of these blood stains indicated 
that the blood had soaked through the man’s 


‘outer garments, staining the uaderwear. 


Coroner Babitt will have the bundle of 
clothing shipped to this city at once, and it 
will be placed in a safe place along with the 
other blood-stained evidences of Hawes’s 
guilt, 

The situation today is hopeful. 
excitement seems to have passed away. 
The Anniston Rifles went home today, and 
the other companies will follow tomorrow. 
There is now no probability that the troops 
will be needed again. 

THE CORONER'S JURY 
in the Hawes murder case completed its work 
today, having discovered sufficient circum- 
stantial evidence to convince them of the 
guilt of Hawes. The following are the verdicts 
in the two cases: 

We, the jury, after an inspection of the body of 
the deceased, andthe hearing of testimony, find 
that the name ofthe deceased was Emina Hawes, 
wife of R. Rk. Hawes, and that she came to her 
death on Saturday night, December 1, 1888, from 
the effects of a wound in the head, inflicted by R. 
R. Hawes, her husband, and that the said killing 
was unlawfully done. 

We, the jury, further find that Fannie Bryant and 
Albert Patterson were accessories to the crime. 

We, the jury, after an inspection of the body of 
the deceased and hearing of the testimony, find 
that the name of the deceased was May Hawes, and 
that she was killed on Monday. 

A TALK WITH HAWES. 

A reporter called on Hawes, and, after 
ing him of the verdict, asked: 

‘‘How are you feeling ?”’ 

“Mighty bad—mighty.bad, of course,’”’ was 
his reply. His voice was steady and he looked 
sauarely in the «yes of the reporter. Hawes 
has lost color since his incarceration, and care 
is plainly written on every line of his face. 
No nervousness is apparent. The man has 
iron nerves, 

‘You have made no confession ?”’ 

‘No. Ihave not confessed anything, and I 
will not make any confession. I have nothing 
to confe ~ ge 

“Have you anything you wish to say?’ 

“Yes; 1 want again to aver my innocence.”’ 

“You must explain many things to haye any- 
body believe your claim of innocence. You 
must show where you left your daughter May 
on Monday night, and with whom, Can you 
explain ?”’ 

‘I cannot talk. My lawyers tell me not to 
say a word.”’ 

‘Then you nesd not.” 

‘But l want tosay one more thing,’ said 
Hawes, with tremulous earnestness. ‘I be- 
lieve that something will transpire which wi!] 
show my innocence. I believe it, and tell the 
world for me I believe 4 

Hawes stopped short, smoked vigorously, 
at his near extinguished cigar, and glanced 
fiercely at the reporter. His eyes had a des- 
perate, even demoniacal stare as he repeated: 
‘*T beheve it,’’ ‘‘I believe it.” 

The body of the other child has not yet been 
found, but the search continues. 

It began raming again at 5 o’clock this oven- 
ing, aud the concition of the military is very 
unpleasant. Many of them have already been 
sent home sick, and much more sickness may 
result from their long and unexpected service. 

Colonel Jones has little to say tonight. He 
is now hopeful, if not confident, that no more 
trouble will occur. One company has gone, 
and by I'riday morning at latest, if nothing 
occurs to cause a change of plan, uo troops will 
remain except the local companies. 

The slow measured tread of the sentries and 
the patter of the falling rain, are the only 
sound which break the silence about the 
jail tonight.

Every branch of the road will be put in first- 
class condition, and the now vacant second vice- 
presidency will be filled, though it has not yet been 
decided to whom the position will be offered.

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THE INTERSTATE CONVENTION. 


The Eneoouragement of Immigraiion to the 
South. 

MonraomEry, December 12.—The Southern 
Interstate Immigration convention met in the 
city hall this morning with about two hundred 
delegates present, representing all the south- 
ern states and New Mexico and California. 
Colonel John D. uemore, of Montgomery, 
was temporary president. A speech of wel- 
come was made by Mayor Reese, of Mont- 
gomery, and response by General Cameron, of 
Texas. Committees were appointéd and ad- 
journment had for dinner. At the afternoon 
session the convention permanently organized 
by the election of Colonel W. H. Peeples, of 
Mississippi, as president, and A. Strassberger,of 
Montgomery, and Mr. Elliott, of Florida, as 
secretaries. The vote of cach statein the clec- 
toral college was adopted as the basis of the 
vote in the convention. 

W.H, 8. Burgoyn, of North Carolina, sub- 
mitted resolutions proposing that in 1591 and 
1892, the southern states join together and 
hold a southern exposition in either New 
York, Philadelphia, Boston, Chicago, Kansas 
City, or St. Paui, exhibits to be exclusively of 
southern products and manufactures. 

E. C. Dew, of Louisiana, offered an amend- 
ment that thejexposition be arranged in shape 
of an imiatense train of cars to be run from city 
to city through the north, 

The resolutions and amendment went to the 
committee on resolutions without debate. 

S. li. Graber offered a resolution memoral- 
izing the legislatures of all the southern states 
to appropriate $10,000 each per annum for five 
years for immigration purposes. 

Resolutions were offered by Colonel Cal- 
houn, of Mississippi, extending a general invi- 
tation to all home seekers, and declaring that 
immigrants need have no fear of negro su- 
premacy in the south, as the race question is 
settling itself by the logic of superior intelli- 
gence, 

John H. Harris, of Alabama, presented a 
message from the National alliance, recently 
in session at Meridian, cordially indorsing this 
convention and the purposes for which it is 
called, 

A.B. Johnston, of Birmingham, offered a 
resolution gy & committee on ways and 
means, to composed of one member from 
each state, to carry out whatever plan the con- 
vention may determine upon.

He closed amid 
applause. Finally Nelson’s resolution and 
Graves’ amendment went to the committee on 
resolutions, and the convention adjourned till 
10 o'clock tomorrow when they will meet in 
the hall of the house of representatives at 
the state capital.

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Italian Priests for America. 

Rome, December 12.—The Observatore Ro- 
mano publishes the pope's letterto the bishops in 
America, with reference to the care of Italian im- 
migrants. This letter says: ‘‘The pope deplores 
the fact that many Italians, foreed by poverty to 
emigrate, find themselves in a worse position than 
ever in America, Great danger attends their souls 
both during the voyage and on their arrival, owing 
to the difficulty of meeting priests speaking Italian. 
Being much preoccupied with these facts, the pope 
charged the congregation de propaganda fide to 
study the two-fold question of how to promote both 
the religious and waterilal welfare of the emigants, 
and it has been decided to dispatch priests from 
Italy to the localities inhabited by the Italian emi- 
grants.”’ 


The Judge Growing Weary. 

Lonpon, December 12.—In the Times-Par- 
nell case today presiding Justice Hannan said 
that he could only view the future with alarm. 
The court had been engaged many days, but 
had not vet arrived at the endot any one 
branch of the inquiry. Only two branches 
have been oumeed upon and several branches 
of equal importance remained untouched. He 
must again make an earnest appeal to counsel 
to do their utmost to compress the inquiry and 
to avoid wasting the years of the life of those 
engaged in the case.

Rome, December 12.—The results of expe- 
riments made at Spezia, with the new shell 
fired from a hundred ton gun, far surpass all 
expectations. The destructiveness of the shel] 
exceeds that of any ever before used.

Boston, December 12.—The result of the 
vote for members of the school committee was 
the election of the entire ticket nominated by 
the republicans and indorsed by the commit- 
tee of one hundred. The only member of the 
present board re-elected is Miss Hastings, and 
among the eleven there are no Catholics, 
Taking the vote for Rabbi Schindler as repre- 
senting very nearly the aggregate vote for the 
school committee and subtracting from it the 
total vote for mayor gives 16,947 as the ap- 
proximate number of women who votedina 
total registration of about 21,500, or vory 
nearly eighty per cent.

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THE HOUSE MAKES IMPORTANT AP- 
PROPRIATIONS FOR EDUCATION, 


$165,000 FOR THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


The Common Schools Liberally Recognized 
~The Technological School “and 
Branch Colleges Kemembered. 

Yesterday was a red-letter day with the 
house of representatives of Georgia. 

The house distinguished itself by passing all 
the sections of the appropriation bill providing 
for educational institutions, and more than 
that, voted $165,000 for the public schools for 
the year 1889, and $330,000 for the year £1890. 

It was the best day’s work done by any leg- 
islature in many years. 

Harly in yesterday’s session, the house in 
committee of the whole, voted for an oppropri- 
ation of $200,000 for common schools in 1889 
and $500,000 for them in 18%). 

This yote was so surprising that some 
thought it could not be a genuine expression of 
the sentiment of the house, but on investigation 
there appear to have been eighty-five members 
who were in dead earnest and voted ‘‘aye’’ be- 
cause they really wanted the schools to have 
these amounts. 

Mr. Simmons, of Sumter, who was chair- 
man of the committee of the whole thinks, the 
vote did not represent the real sentiment of 
the house for the reason that some of those 
who were known to oppose the appropriations 
voted in the affirmative in the hope of killing 
the bill by using these large appropriations as 
riders. This was the position of Mr. Atkinson, 
of Coweta, andafew others, but Mr, Atkin- 
son is of the opinion that there may have been 
enough men in earnest to make a majority. 

An examination of the vote indicates that 
this was the case. The vote for the techno- 
logical school appropriation was 87; for the 
Dahlonega college appropriation 81; for the 
Milledgeville college appropriation 82; and for 
the Thomasville college appropriation 85. 
One of the tellers who was asked about the 
vote said that substantially the same set of 
men rose on each one of these four votes, and 
that on the vote for the common school ap- 
propriations the same men voted aye again 
and others voted with them, 

This point was sustained by Mr. Fleming, 
of Richmond. in subsequent debate, when he 
calied attention to the fact that the friends of 
the technological school were the friends of 
the common schools. 

The compromise subsequently made on 
$165,000 in 1889 and $330,000 in 1890 was made 
to disarm those who opposed the appropria- 
tions of $200,000 and $500,000 because they did 
not think these amounts could be raised with- 
out raising the tax, 

Mr. Harrell of Decatur, who had fought the 
appropriations for the technological school and 
the branch colleges also voted against the ap- 
propriations of $200,000 and $500,000 for the 
common schools. He evidently thought. the 
house was in earnest as he said he thought 
there wasa combination between the friends 
of the common school appropriation and the 
technological school approprittion. 

He himself proposes to support the bill to 
levy a tax of one-tenth fof one per cent for 
common schools, and this will give $300,000 a 
year, or $720,000 for the two years for which 
$165,000 and$330,000 were voted in the com- 
promise amendment.

The Action of the House. 


On motion of Dr. Felton the special order— 
the general appropriation bill—was taken up 
and the house went into the committee of the 
whole with Mr. Simmons, of Sumter, in the 
chair. 

Mr. Smith, of Gwinnett, took the floor for 
the purpose of concluding his remarks made 
yesterday. Hesaid he would be brief. His 
county had almost seven thousand children of 
school age in it and they received less than 
one dollar per capita for educational purposes. 
He could not consistently vote for this school 
and rob the people of a common school system. 

Mr. Park, of Greene, said he had no preju- 
dice against Atlanta, neither did the location 
of any other branch college influence his mind. 
It was a constiutional question with him. He 
did not object to a higher education, but he 
was opposed to branch colleges. Mr. Park 
confined the greater portion of his speech to 
the special committee that went north in 1885 
to visit the technological schools at Hoboken, 
Boston, Worcester and other cities. ‘This 
committee,’”’ said he, ‘‘was appointed at the 
winter session of 1882 to visit the northern 
schools, with an understanding that 
it would not ask the legislature 
to pay expenses, but when they got back here 
at the next session a resolution was introduced 
to pay their ——— They asked for the 
money, and finally the legislature gave it to 
them.”’ 

Mr. Lewis, of Hancock, asked what the pay- 
ing of the expenses of this committee had to 
do with the merits of the school. 

‘‘It shows,”’ said Mr, Park, ‘‘that the school 
was born in iniquity, and I am against it. I 
am opposed to taking the hard earnings of the 


people for these colleges.”’ 


MR. HUFF OF BIBB. 

Nr. Huff, of Bibb, said he did not know that 
he had ever felt his position so keenly as at the 
present. ‘The distinguished former representa- 
tive from Bibb, and the present member of 
the senate from his district, had engineered 
this bill through the legislature with the as. 
sistance of the friends of the school. Mr 
Huff said he had never had the advantages of 
a higher education—what education he gut 
came from a little ccunty school house which 
his father built. He had no prejudices against 
this kind of education, and knew nothing of 
its benefits. He would be false to his people, 
to his precedessors and to himself to take any 
action which would take this school from the 
state. 

The general assembly had three great 
objects to accomplish when it met—three 
rs that were necessary; to apportion the 
tax, to make appropriations and provide for 
the public institutions of the state. When they 
have done this, they have done tho sum and 
substance of all we are sent here to do. 

It had been said by some great lawyer— 
some where and sometime, that anything that 
is boldly asserted and plausibly maintained 
was good law. His friend from W ebster asserted 
that the university was not one of the public 
institutions, and said that this being the case

That constitution becaine of force on the Sth dav 
of December, 1877, and in 1578, the fegislature, with 
that matter fresh ep their minds, with the great 
€loqucice of Toombs still sounding in the country, 
aud pleasing the ears and senses of the people, 
passed the commission act which declured in iis 
very first section that ‘‘there shall be three commis- 
sloncres appointed by the governor, with the advice 
andconsentof the senate, to carry out the pro 
visions of this article, etc.’’ There was a Icgislative 
declaration of what was ‘appropriate legislation” 
tocarry out that provision. In it they declared 
that exortion by ralivoads is forbidden 
and how it should be prevented, that unjust 
discriminations are forbidden, and how they 
shall be prevented. The commissioners shall make 
a schedule of reasonable and just rates of freight 
and pxssenger tariffs, and change them as ofien as 
is needful and how they shali be enforced. They 
have iurisdiction and powers as there defined over 
contricts between railroad companies, etc., anda 
penalty is inflicted fora violation of any of those 
regulations as to contracts, 

For one decade we have been going on under 
that and peace has reigned throughout this state. 
A betier understanding has been had between 
the people and the railroad corporations and 
nobody has made any complaint until now. 
That legislature of 1878 said thai is the way to 
Carry out that clause of the constituiion and the 
fight which be alludes to before Judge Woods, and 
other courts, wasupon the question whether that 
was a compliance with the iaw that declared that 
the legislature “shall prescribe maximum ra‘es, 
etc. The courts said the iegisiature had.the right 
to delezate the authority io the commissicners, 
who shall do it from time totime as the facts 
justified. What change has come to us since then?

Colonel Fry says this billis*‘appre +riate 
i, appoiuts a receiver who will neve.

Governor brown 
has presented to the convention an argument, and 
& very strong one, to show that the legislation pro- 
posed to put into the constitution 
was bad, General ‘Toombs, with 
his great powers, was answering that  aregu- 
ment, One of the points made by Governor Brown 
was that weak roads would be broken down and go 
into the hands of receivers, andthat,being in the 
hands of receivers, they would so disorganize and 
destroy the operations of other railroads as tu do 
general barm to the community; that a receiver did 
not have to earn dividends: that he was free to do

Yet Colonel Fry’s§culminating proposition 
isthatif youlet this thing stand they will charge 
what the commission says is fairand honest, That 
is the wholeof it,

with which, perhaps, you are not familiar. When 
I was in con zress my attentio: was called toa re- 
port of the iuternal commerce of the United States, 
anda portion of itLholdin my hand. It 1s the 
report of Joseph Nemo, Jr., chiefof the bureau of 
statistics, published in January, 1885, before this 
contest arose. Whatare the statisticsto which he 
calied attention at that time’ The railroads in 
Sreration in 1850 were ®50) miles. In 1880 they 
were 121,502 miles. They are now over 160,000 
miles. In 1880 all the roads that cost but four 
lilions of dollars, in that single year carried to 
market twelve billions of dollars of the product of 
this country. Mr. Clay, in one of his great speeches, 
talking about this country, said that the south had 
already sent to market thatyear 461,000 bale? of cot- 
tou, and warned us that she had met the extent of 
the world s demand. That great man, fit}to be the 
president, was simply a foolish child in prophecy. 
We raise seven millions of bales ot cotton today, 
and send three quarters of it across the oces 
The Boston society for the protection of indnstry 
declared that the waters of the Atlantic 
lapped the foot of the Alleghanies no pound of 
ecommerce could come beyond them for Europe. 
The ocean knows yet its boundary and the monn- 
tains their eternal tixedness, yet for vears the meat- 
house and grauary of the continent beyond the 
Atlantic has been west ofthe ANleghanies. What

nounces as “imonsters’’ bridged the rivers, cut 

hrough mountains, dug down hills and built up 

valleys. Every whistle that blows ob every railroad 
and on every steamboat is a shont of victory and an 
honor to those capitalists. It will doso to talk to 
the mob on the hustings about capital, but you and 
Linviteit because we know that it wlll do our 
country good, It has done it good. 

Let me cal] your attention to a few more facts 
from thissame report of Nemo’s Here is atable 
showing Ww here a gerand combination of railiroa is 
dJave been operating from across the northern states 
aloug the lakes to the extreme west, say from Bos- 
ton and New York to California, and it is marvelous 
to sce that since combinations of railroads have 
begun how treights have been cheapened. How 
could the farmer in Minnesota or the farmer at New 
Orleans compete with their wheat 
and with their cotion with the 
wheat fields of Russia and India or the cotton fields 
of Egypt andIndia. But for the cheapness of the 
rates across the continent their lands would be 
almost worthless, Take itnowin1877. The freight 
was 9.15 by Jake and canal, 11.04 by lake and rail 
and 17.03 s¥ all rail. Since that time up to 1834 it 
had been feduced by lake and canal to 6.60, by lake 
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15 in nine years. Who got the benefit of that redue- 
tion’ The farmer got it when he sent his produce 
to the east, and everybody got it when it brought 


- back food and clothing to the west and the south. 


This table calls attention to another very import- 
ant matter in the consideration of the railroad 
problem, But first {| will read here a summing up: 

_The reduction in the average rates of transporta- 
tion by lake and canal from 24,54 cents per bushel in 
1-65 to 6.60 cents per bushel in 1854, in the rates by 
lake and rail from 29 cents per boshel in 1868 to 9.75 
cents per bushel in 1834, and in the ‘‘all rail’’ rates 
from 42.6 cents per bushel in 1868 to 13 cents during 
the year 1884, etc. 

When I first wentinto congress I read that fa- 
mous reporton internal transportation made by 
Conkling and others, in which they had 
declared that at the time they wrote, railroad 
freight had reached its very bottom and could 
never descend any lower, and that therefore we 
must open wider the water ways and deepen their 
channels, While I read it fresh from the printer the 
railroad rates were one half of what these prophets 
declaired it was obliged to stay at forever. But that 
is not what I wanted to call attention to lastly, and 
that isthis, In that same report Mr. Nimmo said: 

‘One of the most striking and important results 
of railroad construction in this country is the fact 
that it has developed an extensive, complex and 
sharp competition among trade centers, and that 
such competition constitutes today a mostforciful 
and constant regulating influence over freight 
charges, both on railroads and on water lines. 
* © * This was not alwaysso, Itis a direct re- 
sult of the facilities which have been provided for 
transportation by rail. Prior tothe period of rail- 
road construction in the United States, each com- 
mercial city enjoyed ‘be advantage of almost ex- 
clusive coutrol over trade within wel! defined geo- 
graphical Jimits. * * * But perhaps the most 
important result of this competition between trade 
centers has been the sharp competitfon, which it 
has induced among transportation lines, in connec- 
tion with the fact thatsuch competition in frans- 
p riation cannot possibly be counteracted by any 
sort of combination between railroads. The 
result of the controlling influence of 
trade forces over railrates are clearly seen in the 
great reduction in transportation charges, to which 
attention has already been invited. * * ©€ #* 
Through the great markets trausportation is now 
subservient to commerce and not commerce to 
transportation. * * * - Thus the railroads have 
begotten a competition in commercial forces, which 
in turn, exerts an all; ervading regulative influence 
over the rates which can be charged on the rail- 
roads, 

The otber day in the ConsTiTUTION some one over 
the name “Merchant,” replying to an article by 
Colonel ry, showed the same resu'tin or Geor- 
gia trade centers. He said that he would admit 
thatifyou were legislating for Atlanta alone we 
are losing some of our cotton receipts, but that 
in all the towns around us, (with the excep- 
tion of Memphis, and New Orleans and Savaunah,) 
they pay as much for coiton as any market, includ. 
ing Atlanta.”’ 

il have known when the Central railroad would 
not ship cotton from Jonesboro until it 
was first shipped here aud then shipped 
back through there, I have see wagons 
loaded with cotton seit away from Jonesboro to the 
Georgia railroad and off to other places, because the 
Central railroad would not take it at Jonosboro on 
Atlanta rates. It was that kind of wrongful diserim- 
inations prior to 1577 that made the inember from 
Americus cry out so loudly, that brought forth this 
commisson, etc. But today you can ship freight as 
cheaply from Jonesboro as you can from Atlanta, 
as cheaply from Marietta as you can from Atlanta: 
as cheaply from any of these points around as you 
can from Atlanta. The Atlanta merchants, some 
of them are complaining about it. The reply is, 
every dollar that the farmer saveson his produce he 
keeps to come to market and 
bus food and clothing for his family. 
Now the railroads are so conducting themselves, 
not before, but since the combination came, tbat 
trade-centers are lapping over ecach other, and 
freights and goods cheapen day atier day. 

Take the little railroad that connects Grillin and 
Columbus. How has it  afiected trade of 
Atlanta. Columbus meets 
others on half way. 
with each other in bringing down prices, 
thatthe road is there is not prevented by combi- 
nation, The fact that there were trade centers 
called for and obtained that road. Those center 
have been growing ever since 1885, and today are 
larger and their influence are broader than when 
Nimmo wrote—

I have some times thought of 
the Mississippi river as au emblem 
of aggregated capita). Rising way up in the frozen 
regions of our country, at that beautifol little 
lake itaska, winding its way down to the gulf, 
taking in its course the Ohio and Missourl, and the 
Arkansas and the White, and the Red and the Yazoo 
rivers, it becomes a wonder{ul monopoly of } ower.

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The Vote of the House on Schools 

The action of the house on yesterday in 
voting $18,000 for the technological school, 
$7,500 for branch colleges and $165,000 ad- 
dition to the school fund of 1889, and 
$360,000 for 1890, is very important and 
very encouraging legislation. 

Will the legislation stand? Will it be 
perfected ? Whatdid it mean ? The fact 
that the house was in the committee of the 
whole of course prevented the call of the 
yeas and nays—and a specific analysis of the 
yote is therefore impossible. There was & 
suspicion that some of the opponents of the 
technological school, seeing that it had 
passed, voted to taek on ‘‘riderg’’ that would 
eventually kill the whole bill. The com- 
promise effected probably secures the whole 
bill, but a review of the situation will not 
be unprofitable. 

The technological school undoubtedly 
commanded the situation. The vote of 87 
to 41 establishes it permanently as a part of 
the state system of education. No stronger 
fight can ever be made than the one just 
made, when it has had no chance to show 
The branch colleges, 
though not so strong, were yet safe. The 
extra appropriation for commen schools, 
though under the suspicion of fictitious sup- 
port, showed unexpected friends for the

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‘system. Our reporters found but few men— 


not more than three—who voted for the 
common school appropriations in order to 
kill the college bill. 

The compromise measure, however, isa 
good one, and it looks as if it would go 
through. The extra appropriation of $165,- 


' 900 for next year is an increase of about 30 


per cent on the present fund, and the $360,- 
000 set apart for next year isan increase of 
about 70 percent. Instead of 3 months of 
public schools, we will have next year 
nearly 4 months, and the year after 5 
months. 

This is fine progress. It is all, perhaps, 
that should be asked-——and yet it is none too 
little to give. Education is the cheapest 
thing a state can buy, anda common school 
education isthe first that should be pro- 
vided atthe public expense. We deplore 
the emigration of our people to Texas. 
Governor Ross of that state said ‘‘the ad- 
mirable system of public schools had brought 
more people to Texas than any other single 
cause.’ Weare wise if we profit by this 
assertion ! 

We hope the bill, as it stands, will pass 
the house by a ritiging majority, and go 
through the senate in like order!

State, and put our colleges in good sound

Returning Reason. 

The Chicago Tribune, which recently by 
hints and insinuations suggested to the 
negroes of the south the propriety of rising 
and destroying the whites by means of the 
knife and the torch, and which is even now 
engaged in a hot controversy with the 
Courier-Journal on the subject, has begun 
to open its eyes to the situation in the south. 


In a recent issue we find the following: 

The republican party of the north has never 
claimed the right to interfere in the local affairs of 
the southern states. It recognizesand concedes 
‘home rale’’ in that section, with all that it implies, 
as it claims home tule forthe northern states. It 
has never assumed, nor will itever assume; that 
congress or the president can meddle with the elec- 
tions of state courts or state officers, or with county 
or city officials, The northern states would no more 
interfere with the southern local elections than 
they would aliow the southern states to dictate their 
local elections. Ifthe soutbern bourbons continue 
to bulldoze aud count out republican votes in these 
local elections, the north acknowledges it can find 
no remedy in the constitution which will cover the 
case, It can only hope that the southern democratic 
conscience may sone day be educated up to a sense 
of justice, and that the southern negro may also be 
educated up to the point of fulfilling his local po 
litical duties satisiactoriiy to Uae whiies, The north 
fully recognizes that the political trouble in the 
south is one of races. It un@erstands that the whites 
of the cotton south do not want the biack people to 
make their laws, levy their taxes, hold their courts, 
and rulethem. In all probability the white people 
of the north, under similar circumstances, would 
take the same position, though they would not 
apply the same fraudulent remedy. Thus far there 
is no issue or contention between the republican 
north and the democratic party in the south, and 
those papers which are raising a hue and cry about 
‘negro rule’ in local affairs are ejliher ignorantly or 
maliciously making a false iesue. Local negro rule

THE BURNING THEATER. 

Academy of Music of Chicago in 
‘ Ruins, 

Osweao, N. Y., December 12.—During Mrs. 
Langtry’s performance here tonight of ‘‘As in 
a Looking Glass,’’in the Academy of Music, 
the curtain was about to ascend on the last 
act, when there was acry of fire from the rear 
of the hall, and thick clouds of smoke poured 
up through the large register in the middle 
aisle. The cracking of tlames was heard un- 
derneath the floor, and the large audience 
arose, panic stricken, for the exit. Cool head- 
ed men sprang upon the stage and called out to 
the people that there was no danger. Others 
mounted their chairs in every part of the 
house, and called upon the people to remain 
cool. This succeeded in partially queting the 
people, and in two minutes the theater was 
closed just as the flames sprang up through 
the floor. By this time the fire department was 
at hand, and streams of. water were poured 
into the building. The fire was soon extinguish- 
It caught from an over-heated furnace 
directly under the center aisle, and near the 
main entrance. But for its timely discovery 
it would have shut off the people from escap-" 
ing by the main door, and there would have 
been a terrible scene, as the house was packed. 
There are two-rear exits. Mrs. Langtry 
escaped through the crowd and _ took 
refuge in a near by saloon 
until her carriage found her. The theater was 
black with smoke before all the people got 
out. 

At 3:30 p. m., the auditorium was set on fire 
by the calcium light explosion just after the 
conclusion of the performance to-night, and is

little hope of saving the building. 
was injured. 

Just twenty minutes after the auditorium 
had been emptied of animmense audianct, 
fire was discovered in the northeast corner of 
the top gallery at 11:50. It appears that the 
building and theater both sustain the reputa- 


tion of being ‘strictly fire-proof,’’ and no dam- | 


age will be sustained, except by smoke 
and water. The latter almost flooded 
the theater and furniture. carpets and costly 
frescoes will prove atotal loss. ‘The ceilings 
have dropped, and it seems that nothing can 
be saved from the ravages of the water. The 
loss to the theater will be near $15,000 and to 
the building; which is used as office building 
above the theater, the loss at this writing can- 
not be estimated. The fire, it is claimed, was 
started by a defective calcium light. The 
members of the McCaul company, which was 
playing this week, will lose nothing.

‘Isto work the agency. The board wouldn't 
give me the power to make the arrests, Now when 
l'm «lected bailifi I will have the right to make ar- 
resis in Atlanta. 

“Atlanta is the only city ofany size In this coun- 
try that refis s police power to detective associa- 
tions. Now, the other day I had a Detroit anarchist 
spotted here in Atianta, but I couldn't touch him, 
I might recognize a runaway murderer herein At- 
lanta, but I conldn’t touch him. I'll fix all that 
when Ii! elected bailiff.”’ 

“What is your agency.”’ 

“Kansas Central Detective agency. It's all right. 
We're in cahoot with Pinkerton. Now, another 
point is just this: I don’t believe the pohce commis- 
sioners or anybody else has a right tosay that we 
shall not make arresis in the city. I'm going to 
test it, anyhow. The first fellow I want to arrest 
I'm going to arrest him.”’

“Oh, no they won't,’’ said Mr. Pelot. ‘I'd like to 
see ‘em try to arrest me.
